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PROTECTING  YOURSELF  FROM  RADON 


WHAT  IS  RADON? 

Radon  is  a  colorless,  odorless  radioactive  gas:  you 
cannot  see,  smell,  or  taste  it.  It  comes  from  the  nat¬ 
ural  breakdown  of  uranium,  which  is  commonly 
found  in  soil.  Radon  releases  into  the  air  and  it  can 
cause  serious  health  problem. 

WHERE  IS  RADON  FOUND? 

Radon  can  be  found  in  everywhere  in  the  U.S.  It  is 
in  the  air  outdoors  and  also  in  homes,  offices,  and 
schools.  Radon  is  often  more  highly  concentrated  in 
basements,  ground  floors  and  first  floor  of  homes.  It 
can  move  up  through  the  ground  to  the  air  above 
and  enter  into  your  home  through  cracks  and  other 
holes  in  the  foundation.  Radon  may  be  trapped 
inside  your  home  and  it  becomes  concentrated.  As 
the  radon  concentration  increases,  you  and  your 
family  will  increase  the  exposure  to  radon. 

HEALTH  EFFECTS  OF  RADON 

Radon  may  lead  to  lung  cancer.  When  you  breathe 
radon  over  a  long  period  of  time,  you  increase  your 
risk  of  getting  lung  cancer. 

Animal  experiments,  which  conducted  in  the  United 
States  and  France,  have  confirmed  radon  as  a  car¬ 
cinogen.  Animals,  which  exposed  to  radon  and 


radon  decay  products,  had  lung  carcinomas,  pul¬ 
monary  fibrosis  and  emphysema.  The  incidence  of 
respiratory  tract  tumors  increased  with  an  increase 
in  cumulative  exposure. 

For  non-smokers,  exposure  to  elevated  radon  levels 
can  increase  the  risk  of  lung  cancer  much  as  smok¬ 
ing  can.  For  smokers,  exposure  to  radon  is  an  espe¬ 
cially  serious  health  risk. 

TEST  FOR  RADON 

Radon  testing  is  inexpensive  and  easy  to  do.  The 
price  for  a  short-term  radon  test  kit  is  about  $1 0  -  $20 
and  you  can  test  radon  yourself.  If  you  cannot  find  a 
radon  test  kit  in  your  community,  you  can  order  one 
from  the  National  Hotline  at  1-800-767-7236. 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  recom¬ 
mends  having  a  radon  test  if  you  live  on  the  third 
floor  or  below. 

HOW  TO  USE  A  RADON  TEST  KIT 

Place  the  test  kit  in  the  lowest  level  of  your  home  that 
your  family  regularly  uses,  such  as  basement  or  first 
floor.  Keep  the  test  kit  in  place  as  long  as  the 
instructions  say.  Then,  re-seal  the  package  and  mail 
it  to  the  lab  mentioned  on  the  package.  Results 
should  be  sent  to  you  within  a  few  weeks. 


HOW  IS  RADON  MEASURED? 

Radon  levels  are  measured  in  picocuries  per  liter  of 
air  (pCi/L).  If  you  took  a  short-term  test  and  your 
result  is  4  pCi/L  or  higher,  EPA  recommends  doing  a 
second  test  to  confirm  the  result. 

HOW  TO  LOWER  THE  RADON  LEVEL  IN 
YOUR  HOME 

Sealing  cracks  and  other  openings  in  the  foundation 
is  a  basic  part  of  most  approaches  to  radon  reduc¬ 
tion.  EPA  does  not  recommend  the  use  of  sealing 
alone  to  reduce  radon,  because  sealing  by  itself  has 
not  been  shown  to  lower  radon  levels  significantly. 
Choosing  the  “sub-slab  suction"  system  that  used 
fans  and  pipes  is  the  most  effective  way  to  reduce 
radon.  It  does  not  require  major  changes  to  your 
home.  Radon  reduction  work  generally  requires  a 
trained  professional  and  costs  between  $500  and 
$2500  for  a  single  family  home.  For  a  larger  build¬ 
ing,  the  costs  will  depend  on  the  size  of  the  building. 
State  radon  offices  or  the  Radon  Fix  It  Line  (1-800- 
644-6999)  can  provide  general  information  on  meth¬ 
ods  for  reducing  radon.  South  Cove  Community 
Health  Center  also  provides  workshops  on  radon 
and  can  also  provide  a  limited  amount  of  test  kits.

Bombing  in  Belgrade:  Boston’s  Chinese  React

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journalists  and  wounded  more  than 
20  people,  has  unleashed  a  chain  reaction  of 
Chinese  student  protests  and  outrage  on  Boston 
campuses.  Meanwhile,  some  community  leaders  in 
Chinatown  worry  about  the  current  Chinese-bash- 
mg  fervor. 

On  the  afternoon  of  Saturday,  May  15, 
a  group  of  Chinese  citizens,  which 
included  students  from  MIT,  Harvard, 

Tufts  and  Brandeis,  joined  300  people  in 
an  anti-war  rally  protesting  the  bombing 
of  Yugoslavia  by  the  NATO  and  U.S 
forces. 

Carrying  placards  with  pictures  of  the 
three  Chinese  journalists  who  had  been 
killed  during  the  recent  bombing,  the 
Chinese  protesters  marched  along  with 
other  anti-war  demonstrators  through  the 
streets  from  Copley  Square  to  Central 
Square  in  an  attempt  to  show  their  sup¬ 
port  and  solidarity  with  the  anti-war  cam¬ 


killing  three  Chinese  journalists,  the  American  peo¬ 
ple  said,  ’Oh,  you're  overreacting.'  It's  hard  to 
understand  other  people's  feelings." 

Athough  Hu  conceded  that  there's  "demonizing" 
going  on  in  both  the  U.S.  and  Chinese  media,  she- 
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paign  co-sponsored  by  the  International  Action 
Center  Boston. 

Stop  the  bombing,  stop  the  war  in  Yugoslavia," 
the  anti-war  demonstrators  shouted  through  their 
loudspeakers  as  they  gathered  in  a  circle  on  a 
vacant  lot  in  Copley  Square.  They  wore  t-shirts  with 
targets  on  the  front  symbolizing  the  daily  bombing 
of  Kosovo.  (A  Boston  Globe  article  reported  that 
"upwards  of  80%  of  all  legal  experts  agree  that 
NATO's  actions  in  Kosovo  are  illegal.") 

"I'm  here  today  to  express  my  personal  feelings 
about  the  recent  tragedy  in  Belgrade  and  to  protest 
against  NATO's  continued  bombing  of  Yugoslavia," 
said  Jingsong  \Mj,  an  MIT  graduate  student  in  Civil 
Engineering.  "I'm  also  here  to  represent  the  senti¬ 
ments  of  my  fellow  Chinese  students."  Wu  is  the 
newly-elected  president  of  the  Chinese  Student 
Scholars  Association  (CSSA)  at  MIT,  which  boasts 
a  membership  of  2,500  students  from  mainland 
China,  Hong  Kong,  Taiwan  and  other  East  Asian 
countries. 

Wu  said  they  had  originally  planned  to  organize  a 
student  protest  in  front  of  Boston  City  Hall  that 
same  day,  but  since  their  permit  was  denied  by  the 
city,  they  decided  to  participate  in  the  anti-war 
demonstration  organized  by  other  groups.  A  few 
days  before  the  rally,  Wu  had  initiated  a  petition  at 
the  MIT  Student  Center  urging  Congress  to  inves¬ 
tigate  the  bombing  in  Belgrade  and  to  punish  those 
who  were  found  responsible,  and  to  stop  the  war  in 
Yugoslavia.  \Mj  and  the  other  CSSA  members 
plastered  the  walls  around  the  campus  with  posters 
condemning  the  action  in  Belgrade. 

"All  of  the  Chinese  people  feel  very  strongly  about 
this  event  because  the  bombing  of  the  Chinese 
embassy  in  Yugoslavia  is  a  violation  of  internation¬ 
al  law,"  Wu  explained.  "Even  those  of  us  who  live 
abroad  still  care  about  our  own  people." 

"I  don't  think  that  the  protests  in  China  were 
orchestrated  by  the  government,"  Wu  said.  "Even  if 
the  government  had  wanted  to  calm  its  own  peo¬ 
ple,  the  people  still  want  to  be  heard...  They'd  still 
demand  that  the  results  of  the  investigation  be 
made  known  and  available  to  all  the  people  in  the 
international  community." 

"I  think,  in  general,  the  American  public  doesn't 
understand  how  the  Chinese  feel,"  said  Xiao  Jiang 
Hu,  a  Harvard  graduate  student  in  Sociology. 

"They  say,  'Oh,  it's  just  a  mistake,  so  what?’  But  if 
they  were  in  our  shoes,  it  would  be  an  entirely  dif¬ 
ferent  matter."  She  pointed  to  the  bombing  of  the 
U.S.  embassy  in  Kenya.  "The  whole  nation  got 
really  upset  and  reacted  very  strongly,  which 
prompted  the  U.S.  government  to  do  a  senes  of 
investigations  leading  to  the  bombing  of  other  inno- 
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press  focused  on  the  fury  and  protests  of  the 
Chinese  people  against  the  American  and  British 
embassies  in  Beijing  and  other  parts  of  China,  and 
very  little  has  been  written  about  the  bereaved  fam¬ 
ilies  in  mourning. 

In  the  days  since  the  bombing,  the  U.S.-Sino  rela¬ 
tionship  has  somewhat  stabilized,  but  Chinese  citi¬ 
zens  living  here  in  the  U.S.  are  still  grappling  with 
the  senseless  'collateral  damage'  done  to  their 
embassy  in  Belgrade,  and  the  larger  implications  of 
what  the  incident  signifies.  And  in  spite  of  what  the 
mainstream  U.S.  media  described  as  an  accident, 
many  Chinese  believe  that  the  United  States  gov¬ 
ernment  was  somehow  responsible  for  the  bomb¬ 
ing  in  Belgrade. 

"I  never  expected  this  whole  tragic  event  to  fall  in 
my  lap"  said  Li  Xiguang,  who  is  currently  a 
research  fellow  at  the  Harvard  Kennedy  School  of 
Public  Policy.  Although  Li  was  invited  to  appear  on 
Charles  Rose's  TV  talk  show  and  on  Chris  Lydon's 
radio  talk  show  following  the  bombing,  he  said  he 
didn't  feel  heard  or  understood  by  the  American 
media  . 

According  to  Xiguang,  the  American  media  is  very 
nationalistic  and  represents  the  American  inter¬ 
ests:  "I  admire  their  courage  to  criticize  the 
American  president,  but  the  ultimate  gain  in  digging 
up  dirt  on  the  president  in  the  Monica  Lewinsky 
case  is  for  U.S.  national  interest  and  security. 
There's  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  U.S.  media 
would  want  to  cover  up  the  bombing  incident.' 

Like  many  Chinese  people,  Li  is  not  the  least  con¬ 
vinced  that  the  bombing  in  Belgrade  was  an  acci¬ 
dent.  He  points  out  that  you  can  buy  a  city  map  of 
Belgrade  for  $2  in  any  Boston  bookstore.  The  CIA 
spends  $20  billion  a  year  on  counter-surveillance 
activities  and  they  wire  tap  and  spy  on  all  the 
Chinese  embassies  around  the  world,"  he  adds. 


embassy  in  Belgrade  is?  It’s  a  lie.  It's  a  lie. 
We  must  show  our  sympathy  for  the  killing  of 
human  beings.  Where's  the  social  justice  and  uni¬ 
versal  human  rights  in  killing  and  bombing?" 

'Ten  years  ago  I  was  surprised  by  the  Chinese 
troop^hat  opened  fire  at  the  students  who  gath- 
^ered  at  Tiananmen  Square,  and  now  I  am 
surprised  at  the  bombing  of  the  Chinese 
embassy  in  Belgrade,"  Fan  Shi,  a 
Chinese  student  studying  English  at  the 
Berlitz  Language  Center  in  Boston,  told 
the  small  group  of  American  and  Chinese 
[jouranists  who  attended  an  open  forum 
on  Tiananmen  Square  at  Harvard.  "The 
difference  between  the  two  events  is  that 
the  latter  is  more  deceptive  and  more 
dangerous." 

As  a  Christian,  Shi  said  he  firmly 
believes  that  nations  should  follow  the 
j  i. way  of  Christ,  who  is  the 
'Prince  of  Peace.'  At 
Saturday's  rally,  Shi  helped 
distribute  leaflets  entitled 
“Does  Kosovo  Pass  the  Just 
War  Test?” 

According  to  Shi,  the 
NATO  bombing  of  the 
Chinese  embassy  in 
Belgrade  served  as  a  wake- 
up  call  to  the  Chinese  peo¬ 
ple.  It  helped  avert  a  direct 
confrontation  between  the 
Chinese  government  and  its 
people,  who  might  have 
otherwise  demanded  that 
the  Party  admit  its  mishan¬ 
dling  of  the  student 

protests  at  Tiananmen 
Square  ^  in  1989.  Now, 
many  Chinese  realize  that  national  security  should 
come  first,  and  they  are  rallying  behind  the  Chinese 
Prime  Minister. 

"I  think  the  Chinese  government  seems  to  be  pret¬ 
ty  confident  this  time.  They're  in  agreement  with 
the  sentiment  of  the  people,  particularly  the  stu¬ 
dents  who  expressed  their  anger  and  frustration 
during  these  demonstrations,"  a  Chinese  visitor 
from  New  Jersey  told  the  Sampan.  "The  demon¬ 
strations  are  well-focused,  and  they  have  an  objec¬ 
tive:  to  communicate  to  the  U.S.  and  NATO  that  an 
investigation  is  necessary" 

“If  this  is  a  genuine  mistake,  it's  an  ironic  mistake" 
he  added.  "It  happened  at  the  wrong  time  and  in 
the  wrong  place  and  for  the  wrong  reasons.  But  if 
this  is  calculated  behavior,  there  is  a  probably  a 
wrong  reason  for  it.  It’s  possible  that  the  CIA  car¬ 
ried  out  the  plan  because  it  had  the  wrong  infor¬ 
mation,  but  it's  hard  to  believe  that  the  CIA  would 
use  an  outdated  map.  If  the  CIA  has  wrongly  iden¬ 
tified  something  as  obvious  as  the  Chinese 
embassy  in  Belgrade,  I  don't  know  how  many  other 
objects  could  have  been  misidentified.  I  seriously 
doubt  the  CIA  agents  could  be  so  inefficient.' 

"I  didn't  plan  to  be  part  of  the  anti-war  rally,"  the 
visitor,  who  is  a  medical  doctor  at  a  teaching  hos¬ 
pital  in  New  Jersey,  concluded.  "I’m  glad  to  see 
how  people  are  reacting  to  the  events,  and  not  just 
the  embassy  bombing,  trying  to  understand  how 
people  feel,  and  to  sit  down  and  think  hard  about 
the  reasons  behind  the  war  in  Kosovo  and  the 
bombing  of  Yugoslavia." 

On  the  other  hand,  community  leaders  in  Boston's 
Chinatown  and  in  academic  circles  are  more  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  long  term  implications  of  the  bomb¬ 
ing  and  how  it  would  affect  the  U.S.-Sino  relation¬ 
ship

Paul  Wbtanabe,  co-director  of  the  Asian  Institute  at 
U.  Mass/Boston,  said  he  was  dismayed  at  the  U  S. 
coverage  of  Chinese  reactions  to  the  bombing. 
"They  focused  on  the  motives  of  the  Chinese  lead¬ 
ership  rather  than  on  the  tragic  event  itself,"  he  said. 
"With  assumptions  and  a  host  of  allegations  that 
accused  the  Chinese  of  nuclear  espionage,  of  using 
campaign  funds  to  influence  President  Clinton,  and 
of  violations  of  human  rights.  The  Chinese  people 
are  denied  the  right  to  express  their  anger  and  frus¬ 
tration."  Watanabe  pointed  to  an  article  which 
appeared  in  The  New  York  Times  by  right-wing  pun¬ 
dit  William  Safire,  outlining  the  wrongdoings  of  the 
Chinese  government. 

"The  unfortunate  outcome  of  the  bombing  is  that 
clearly  the  U.S.  is  principally  responsible  for  the  mis¬ 
take  it  committed  in  Belgrade,  but  it  has  turned 
around  and  blamed  the  Chinese  people  for  voicing 
their  anger  and  frustration,"  Watanabe  added.  'The 
negative  press  coverage  of  the  Chinese  protests  in 
Beijing  and  other  allegations  against  the  wrongdo¬ 
ings  of  China  are  symptomatic  of  the  extent  to  which 
Chinese-bashing  is  prevalent  in  this  country." 

"The  recent  bombing  of  the  Chinese  embassy  in 
Belgrade  certainly  set  back  the  relationship  between 
the  U.S.  and  China,"  said  John  Watt,  co-director  of 
Primary  Sources  of  New  England  China  Network 
(NECN),  a  summer  program  which  introduces  the 
vast  topic  of  China  to  K-12  schoolteachers  and  edu¬ 


cators  throughout  New  England. 

Watt  said  the  United  States  hasn't  taken  enough 
care  to  be  sensitive  to  China,  especially  at  a  critical 
time  when  the  relationships  between  the  two  coun¬ 
tries  is  strained.  He  pointed  to  the  lukewarm  gesture 
made  by  the  U.S.  to  China  following  the  bombing. 
Watt,  who  returned  to  the  U.S.  from  a  visit  to  China 
a  week  before  the  bombing,  said  he  has  had  some 
serious  discussions  with  the  Chinese  about  the  war 
in  Kosovo. 

Watt  doesn't  believe  that  the  United  States  deliber¬ 
ately  bombed  the  Chinese  embassy  in  Belgrade, 
seeing  little  motivation  for  such  an  action.  "When 
you  look  at  the  cost  and  benefit,  how  would  the 
United  States  benefit  or  gain  by  bombing  the 
Chinese  embassy?"  he  said.  "All  these  allegations 
against  China  are  in  reference  to  domestic  politics, 
which  reflects  the  short-sightedness  of  some  right- 
wing  politicians. 

"How  could  the  US.  possibly  benefit  by  bombing 
the  Chinese  embassy  in  light  of  the  U.S.  business¬ 
men  wanting  to  do  business  in  China?"  said  Richard 
Pendleton,  President  of  the  US-China  Friendship 
Association  in  Boston.  But  added:  'The  United 
States  is  the  strongest  nation  in  the  world.  Its  ego  is 
bolstered  after  the  collapse  of  the  Soviet  Union,  and 
the  U.S.  could  conceivably  have  bombed  the 
Chinese  embassy  to  send  a  signal  that  it  wants 
China  to  open  up  more  of  its  market,  to  go  along 


with  the  bombing  of  Yugoslavia  and  to  be  more 
receptive  to  human  rights  issues. 

Reading  all  the  negative  press  about  China, 
Pendleton  said  he  recognizes  that  there's  definitely 
a  Chinese-bashing  fervor  going  on  in  this  country. 
His  advice  is  that  Asian-Americans  should  become 
more  politically  involved  and  run  for  office. 

Lydia  Lo,  co-director  of  the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association  in  Chinatown,  says  that  U.S.  foreign  pol¬ 
icy  has  been  in  a  state  of  flux  following  the  Cold  Wbr, 
and  with  the  demise  of  the  Soviet  Union,  the  U.S. 
has  chosen  to  focus  on  China. 

Lo  said  the  anti-Chinese  articles  that  have 
appeared  in  the  U.S.  press  lately  clearly  reflect  a 
division  among  the  U.S.  political  ruling  circle  on  how 
to  deal  with  China  in  terms  of  trade  and  other  politi¬ 
cal  issues.  She  added  that  the  general  American 
public  knows  very  little  about  China,  relying  on  what 
they  read  in  the  newspapers.  If  they  read  about  the 
Chinese  stealing  nuclear  technology  from  the  U.S. 
and  the  Chinese  trying  to  influence  President 
Clinton  through  campaign-fund  donations,  then  they 
might  have  negative  feelings  towards  Asians. 

"What  makes  me  nervous  is  to  see  a  worsening  of 
the  relationship  between  the  U.S.  and  China  and 
how  it  might  effect  the  opportunities  available  to  the 
Chinese-Americans  living  in  this  country,”  Lo  said.

Premier  Zhu  Rongji’s  Speech  at  MIT 


Part  2 


I'm  not  saying  that  we  don't  need  to  improve  this  trade  balance.  China  would 
do  its  best  to  improve  this  trade  balance  between  China  and  the  United 
States. 

[During]  negotiations  on  China's  accession  into  the  WTO,  China  has  made  very 
major  concessions.  I  believe  that  such  concessions  are  good  for  the  Chinese 
people  to  participate  in  the  international  economic  cooperation,  and  also  good 
for  enhancing  the  competitiveness  or  promoting  the  market  competition  in  China 
and  also  the  development  of  China's  national  economy.  And  there  are  more 
good  for  the  WTO  because  without  China's  participation,  the  WTO  would  not  be 
representative  enough  and  I  think  such  concessions  are  all  the  more  in  the  US 
interest. 

In  Washington,  DC,  Vice  President  Gore  and  I  co-chaired  the  second  China-US 
Forum  on  Environment  and  Development.  At  that  opening  ceremony  I  said  that, 
through  its  practice  in  economic  development,  China  has  come  to  realize  the 
importance  of  sustainable  development  and  also  the  importance  of  coordinated 
and  harmonious  development  of  economy,  environment  and  ecology.  So  China 
now  has  made  unprecedented  efforts  and  made  unprecedented  investments  in 
such  ecological  and  environmental  infrastructure  projects. 

If  China  and  the  United  States  can  cooperate  in  these  areas,  and  if  the  United 
States  is  willing  to  transfer  its  technologies  to  China,  then  several  years  from 
now,  you  will  have  very  big  markets  worth  hundreds  of  billions  of  US  dollars.  I 
think  that  cooperation  can  do  a  great  good, 
do  a  lot  of  good  to  improving  the  trade  bal¬ 
ance  between  our  two  countries. 

Now,  a  lot  of  Americans  are  very  angry 
about  China  for  the  trade  deficit  and  there 
is  a  lot  of  talk  about  trade  deficit  in  the 
United  States,  and  I  said  that  maybe  sev¬ 
eral  years  from  now,  maybe  it  will  be  in 
China  that  we  will  be  very  angry  about 
Americans  in  talking  about  China's  trade 
deficit  with  the  United  States  (applause).  I'd 
like  to  add  [that]  I'm  referring  to  the 
Chinese  people,  not  I.  I  will  not  be  angry, 
because  in  my  view,  so  long  as  we  can 
introduce  advanced  technology  to  improve 
our  management,  such  trade  deficit  is  a 
pleasant  burden  on  us  because  that  will  do 
good  to  the  long-term  development  of 
China's  economy. 

But  that  will  not  entirely  depend  on  China. 

Now,  first  and  foremost,  the  United  States 
should  really  do  what  it  advocates:  that  is, 
free  trade.  While  there's  too-strict  restric¬ 
tions  on  these  exports  to  China  --  just  now 
President  Vest  told  me  that  you  are  all 
enqaging  in  probing  the  secrets  of  the  universe  and  while  I  was  so  afraid  of  the 
word  "secrets"  because  that  reminded  me  of  espionage  (laughter  and  applause) 
-  now  the  United  States  is  imposing  a  lot  of  restrictions  on  its  exports  to  China. 
Maybe  if  we  are  not  the  last  one,  we  are  the  next  to  the  last.  While  we  intended 
to  launch  a  satellite  from  Hughes  Company  but  that  has  not  got  a  license  and 
our  meteorological  bureau  needs  a  computer  from  the  United  States,  but  that 
was  not  allowed  to  export  to  China. 

How  can  we  improve  US-China  trade  imbalance  under  such  circumstances?  I  d 
like  to  remind  you  to  the  fact  that  last  year  machinery  and  electrical  products 
exported  from  the  United  States  to  China  only  accounted  for  -  only  stood  at  8.9 
billion  US  dollars.  They  were  just  ordinary  products,  not  high-tech  products^  But 
for  Japan  last  year,  their  exports  of  such  products  amounted  to  1 5.1  billion  US 
dollars.  For  the  European  Union,  their  exports  of  machinery  and  electrical  prod- 
urtc  to  China  amounted  to  14.8  billion  US  dollars  last  year. 

I  really  want  to  ask,  you  only  want  to  export  wheat  and  citrus  fruit  to  China?  OK. 
The  SPS  Agreement  reached  this  time,  signed  this  time,  has  opened  Chinas 
door  to  your  wheat  and  citrus  fruits,  but  ladies  and  gentlemen,  can  the  Chinese 
people  only  live  on  citrus  and  wheat?  Yes,  we  can,  but  we  want  to  live  better. 

I  think  it's  very  important  for  us  to  see  the  importance,  the  strategic  importance, 
of  China-US  relations.  China  is  not  your  potential  adversary,  let  alone  an  enemy 


of  the  United  States.  China  is  your  trustworthy  friend  (applause).  What  kind  of 
threat  can  China  pose  to  the  United  States?  As  President  Clinton  has  said,  the 
United  States  has  more  than  6,000  nuclear  weapons  while  China  only  has  20  to 
30.  I  don't  know  how  he  knows  that  (laughter)  because  even  I  myself,  I  don't 
have  the  knowledge  of  how  many  or  the  exact  number  of  the  nuclear  weapons 
we  have  (applause).  But  I  fully  agree  with  his  judgment;  that  is  to  say,  [the  US] 
has  lots  of  them  and  China  has  very  few  of  them. 

China  will  never  be  a  threat  to  the  United  States.  We  will  not  pose  a  threat  to 
the  United  States.  China's  per-capita  GDP  is  dozens  of  times  smaller  than  that 
of  the  United  States.  Even  in  30,  40  or  50  years,  there  will  still  be  a  big  gap 
between  our  two  countries.  China  will  still  be  the  largest  market,  potential  mar¬ 
ket,  for  the  United  States.  China  will  be  your  partner,  not  your  adversary.  So  I 
think  it's  very  important  to  establish,  to  strive  to  establish,  the  constructive  strate¬ 
gic  partnership  between  our  two  countries  because  that  serves  the  interests  of 
both  peoples  and  I  think  that  also  enjoys  the  bipartisan  support. 

We  can  look  back  in  history.  It  was  President  Nixon  of  the  Republican  Party  who 
opened  the  doorto  China-US  relations  and  the  Democrat,  it  was  under  President 
Carter,  the  Democratic  president,  that  China-US  diplomatic  relations  were  estab¬ 
lished.  And  then  the  Republican  Presidents  Reagan  and  Bush  further  promoted 
such  friendly  relations  in  the  cooperation.  And  President  Clinton  again,  a 
Democrat,  together  with  President  Jiang,  exchanged  very  successful  visits  and 

they  expressed  the  determination  that  the 
two  sides  will  work  towards  a  constructive 
and  strategic  partnership. 

I  think  this  marks  a  new  stage  of  develop¬ 
ment  for  China-US  relations.  Such  relation¬ 
ship  is  good  for  both  peoples,  for  the  people 
throughout  the  world,  and  also  good  for 
international  cooperation  and  the  world 
peace.  Three  generations  of  leaders  in 
China  --  that  is  Chairman  Mao  Tsetung,  Mr. 
Deng  Xiaoping  and  the  present  Jiang  Zemin 
-  they've  been  working  unswervingly  for 
promoting,  for  maintaining  and  promoting 
such  a  relationship. 

We  are  convinced  that  the  difficulties  or 
some  problems  in  the  current  ChinstUS 
relations  are  no  more  than  a  small  digres¬ 
sion  in  the  long  history  of  China-US  friendly 
relations  and  the  cooperation,  and  I  believe 

that  such  difficulties  and  the  problems  are 
just  like  a  cloud  that  is  going  to  pass  and  the 
bright  sunshine  is  going  to  shine  brightly.  So 
let  us  work  together  for  that  (applause). 

As  we  are  about  to  wind  up  our  visit  to  the 
United  States,  I  wish  to  express  our  heartfelt  gratitude  to  President  Clinton  and 
the  government  of  the  United  States  for  their  gracious  hospitality  and  also  to  the 
American  people  that  we  have  had  discussions,  including  all  those  members  of 
the  Congress,  maybe  already  30  of  them  that  we  have  had  meetings  with,  and 
also  to  those  press,  the  media  people.  We  had  breakfast  together  with  the 
American  press  people  and  we  had  lunch  together  with  the  American  bankers, 
and  in  the  American  streets  we  have  had  conversation  with  the  ordinary 
American  people.  So  from  all  these  contacts  and  interactions,  I  feel  deeply  that 
China-US  friendship  is  very  deeply  rooted  among  the  people. 

Yesterday,  at  2:00  yesterday  afternoon,  President  Clinton  called  me  over  the 
phone  and  I  told  him  what  I  felt  through  the  visit  and  he  said,  I  have  the  same 
feeling.  I  think  thatihe  American  people  favor  China-US  friendship  and  favor  the 
early  accession  into  the  WTO  by  China,  so  on  the  eve  of  my  departure  from  the 
United  States  I  wish  to  once  again  express  our  heartfelt  gratitude  and  our  thanks 
to  all  of  you  present  and  also  the  people  of  Boston  (applause),  the  people  of 
Massachusetts  and  people  of  the  United  States  for  your  very  warm  welcome 
(applause).  Thank  you  very  much,  (applause)
